LIGHTING REDUCTION 
PAYING OFF 


The following report has been received from 
G.A. Bulat, Acting Director of Physical Plant. 


As reported in the 8 April issue of Folio, 

the Department of Physical Plant was 
implementing a reduction program on campus, 
starting with the General Services Building. 
The program for this building, which resulted 
in the removal of 2,450 fluorescent tubes 
representing approximately 25 percent of 

the installed building lighting, has been 
completed. Estimated annual savings in 
electrical energy demand, consumption, and 
maintenance is $12,000 per year at current 
rates. 

Further savings are possible if everyone 
turns lights off in unoccupied offices, 
classrooms, and laboratories. The next building 
on the schedule is Home Economics.

He has gained an 
international reputation for his work in geochronology, seismology, 
and time sequence analysis. In 1973 he published a book on

Dr. Kanasewich 
has made a number of contributions in lead isotope geochronology, 
deep crustal reflection seismology, time sequence analysis, and

Mary Spencer, Professor of Plant Science, has been elected to 
Fellowship in the Royal Society of Canada for excellence in the 
study of the metabolism of ethylene. Dr. Spencer received a BA 

in chemistry from the University of Saskatchewan, an MSc from 
Bryn Mawr College, Pennsylvania, and a PhD in agricultural 
chemistry from the University of California. Dr. Spencer’s present 
research centres on the metabolism of ethylene and its relationship to 
biological energy conservation mechanisms and the way they 

change with development. She is investigating the possibilities of 
applying this knowledge in the adaptation of plants to short growing 
periods with a view to increased productivity, broadening of 

crop choice, and extension of productive areas.
